The Homestead Mill Run- 


ning With 150 Men, 


Smuggled Into the Works Without 
the Strikers’ Knowledge. 


A Regiment to Remain on Guard 
During the Summer. 


Gov. Pattison Arrives at the Scene of the 
Recent Trouble—The Arrested 
Strikers to Make a Strong 
Fight.

July 19.—[By the Asso- 


ciated'Press.} An Assocated Press re- 
porter made a tour of the Homestead 
steel mills today, being the only news- 
paper man who has succeeded in gain- 
ing admission behind the great fence. 
He found about 150 men at work, most 
of them new employés. Four furnaces 
in the armor-plate department were 
charged today and complete resumption 
in this department will take place to- 
morrow, The open hearth department 
and mechanical department were also 
being worked, but inadesultory way. 
The assistant superintendent is confi- 
dent that if the mill resumes operations 
successfully for a day or two many 
of the former employés will return, A 
large number of colored men arrived in 
Pittsburgh today and visited Mr. Frick. 

Their destination is surmised to be 
Homestead. 

Officials of the Carnegie Company 
claim to have no fears of arrest on 
complaints of the men. They say the 
men were the aggressors and know 
they could not sustain a prosecution. 

Secretary Lovejoy admitted today 
that the company has the names of 
many of the men who took part in the 
attack on the Pinkertons and will con- 
tinue to cause their. arrest from day to 
day. He declares there is no truth 
whatever in the reports that the com- 
pany is about getting men from abroad. 
He asserts. that there is no need for 
such course; because the company can 
oe all the men it wants in this country; 

fact it already has applications from 
enough who have applied in person, 
not counting those who have applied by 
letter. He says the company is going 
slow to give the old men a chance, but 


after the 2istinst. the places will be. 


filled with non-union men of whom, he 
avers, the company will have all it 
needs. He further eays non-union men 
have been going into the mill every day 
and night for some time and this will 
be continued. 

- HomeEsteap (Pa.,) July 19.—Smoke is- 
sued from half a dozen stacks on the 
Carnegie mill today and tonight lights 
are gleaming inmanyfurnaces. <A gen- 
tleman who has been through the mills 
says that about 140 mechanics are at 
work, the chief focus of activity being 
the press mill where armor-plate is 
bent to fit the sides of battle ships. A 
sponson was made in the presence of 
the visitor, but the strikers say this is 
the most rudimentary part of armor- 
plate work, being rolled after being 
previously cast and planned. 

The attitude of the mechanical de- 
partment was rather a surprise to the 
mill-owners. Manager Potter was con- 
fident a great many men would return 
to work Monday and today. They did 
not doso. \t has developed that men 
can be slippéd into the works without. 
e of the strikers very 


easily, and itis believed now that 


Potter will find no difficulty in intro- 
ducing such persons as can be induced 


to go into the company’s employment. 


GOV. PATTISON ARRIVES. 


He Compliments the Troops and Declines 
to Talk About the Strike. 

Homestgap (Pa.,) July 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| Gov. Pattison ar- 
rived this morning. He was escorted 
by adetachment of cavalry from the 
depot through a pourirg rain to Gen. 
Snowden’s headquarters while cannon 
on the hill boomed a salute. The first 
shot caused the strikers to rush out into 
the rain, thinking another fight had 
begun. 

On the arrival at Ged. Snowden’s 
headquarters he was heartily greeted 
by the commanding officer. The object 
of the Governor’s visit is to inspect the 
troops. He will probably remain a 
week. It is not thougnt he will make 
any attempt toward arbitration of the 
labor differences. The Governor is ac- 
companied by his staff and other officers 
to the number of twenty, 

In the military camp today, despite 
the inspection of the Second Brigade by 
Gov. Pattison, Matters were extremely 
quiet. The Governor expressed him- 
self as delighted with the condition of 
the troops. He declined to discuss the 
Homestead situation. He would say 
nothing about the report that a pro- 
visional regiment would be formed to 
stay here all summer, but among mili- 
tiamen such a story is current, it being 
said that 500 yolunteers will be asked 
for among the men now here to be paid 
by the State. Many ofthe soldiers are 
anxious to get home, not a few of them 


\being business men whose home inter- 


ests are suffering. 


THE ARRESTED STRIKERS.

n from Sentkern States: Com- 
mitteemen who express doubts as to the 
wisdom of selecting Harrity are frank 
in stating that they fear Harrity’s selec- 
tion would be displeasing to the regular 
New York Democracy.

BREEN STILL AT LIBERTY. 
«Ihe leader of this movement is Breen, 
who is president of the Butte union.

The 
hurried departure of troops from here 
this morning was due to a report that 
a large body of armed men were as- 
sembling just over the summit near 
Lookout. Two.companies were taken 
from here.

At that place Gen. Curtis, 
Col. Page and two companies of the 
Twentieth Infantry joined the command 
with three deputy marshals, who were 
supposed to be acquainted with the 
country. 

THE GUIDE MISSING. 

‘The command reached Lookout at 1 
p.m., where it was ‘met by Conductor 
Bradley, of the the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, who had been ordered to 
meet the command there and conduct 
it tothe rendezvous of armed miners. 
After the train reached that point 
where the troops were to leave the 
railroad it was found that the conduc- 
tor was not on the train. Col. Page 
had been sent forward in charge of the 
troops, and as noone knew where the 
trail was he came back to the regular 
passenger train. Two companies with 
Col. Carlin marched down the railroad 
two miles and rested until the others 
carae back.’ On the return to Lookout 
the conductor was found at the station, 
and said he had been on the train, but 
was told to get off when it started. 

The story of armed men béing seen 
along the border line appears to have 
no foundation. Col. Carlin’s prompt- 
ness in moving troops will have a good 
effect, as it shows the utter folly of at- 
tempting to send a body of men to the 
assistance of the miners imprisoned 
here. 

TO TRY TOE CAPTCRED RIOTERS.

THOSE PUTRID PRIMARIES 


They Did Not Settle the Con- 
gressiunal Nomination. 


Disgust at the Methods Employed by 


Lindley and His Henchmen. 


Charges of Corruption and Fraud 
Heard on Every Side. _ 


Some of the Most Flagrant Cases Cited— 
Getting Facts in Shape— dley Has 
Not Secured a Majo al 


Delegates. 

The dirty work which characterized 
the primaries Monday was the general 
topic of conversation yesterday, and it 
was generally conceded that never be- 
fore in the history of the Republican 
party was there a more open and 
shameless use of money, as well as 
fraud and corruption at the’ polls in the 
interest of an unscrupulous candidate 
for public office. All day yesterday 
there was a procession to the corner of 
Broadway and Second streets, from tle 
Federal office-holder to the “five-dollar: 
Democratic rounder,’’ all headed for 


the California Bank building. Dedeht 


Republicans expressed themselves 
torcibly against the methods which had 
been employed, while the Democratic 
hired heelers and repeaters congre- 
gated in the various saloons, where 
they relieved themselves of their ill- 
gotten gains, and openly boasted of the 
crooked work which they performed 
for their employers. 

While there was more or less repeat- 


-ing in all the wards, it is conceded that. 


the worst state of affairs wasin the 
Second. Itis charged that over $500 
was sent into this ward after 2 o’clock, 
and that $150 was put in asan emer- 
gency fund at 4:30. The Democrats 
openly boasted on the streets yesterday 
that Lindley could not have carried the 


ward without their assistance, and sev- ” 


eral of them stated that it was ‘‘part of 
their plav,’’ as they wanted him to get 
the nomination, because he could not be 
elected. In this ward Davis, one of the 
judges, was detected in throwing out a 
Hazard ticket, and when threatened 
with chastisement, allowed the voter, 
Hall, to deposit another ballot. Whole 
gangs of repeaters were run up 
from the Seventh and Eighth wards, 
and again voted, after which they 
adjourned. to an adjoining lunch-| 
room and openly boasted of the 
number of times they had voted, some 
saying that they had deposited as many 
as five and six ballots in different 
wards. There is no doubt but what a 
successful contest could be made on the 
delegation from this ward in the con- 
vention and a state of rottenness ex- 
posed that would open the eyes of the 
people. A Democratic ‘‘worker’’ stated 
yesterday that he could give.the neces- 


sary information if it was wanted, and | 


he was on the inside. 

In the Third Ward there was also 
some crookedness, William Griggs. 
one of the challengers, says positively 
that there were forty-one votes more in 
the box than there should have been. 
He says he does not know how they got 
there, but he is positive that that many 
more votes were counted than went in 
in the regular way. 

The provision of the call relating to 
the Great Register was ignored, and 
votes were piled in without regard to 
whether those voting were citizens or 
not, repeating being very prevalent in 
the Seventh and Eighth Wards, were 
professional ‘‘workers’’ had been re- 
tained in the interest of Lindley. 

From the above it will be seen that 
the respectable element of the Repub- 
lican party, which is largely _in the 
majority, has good reason for taking a 
firm stand in the present 
and they are doing-it. Hard work is in 
progress securing the facts and figures, 
and these will be presented in sueh-a 
wav tbat there will be no room for 
doubt. Mayor Hazard will keep up the 
fight, assisted by Judge Houghton, and 
Judge Magee will also maintain head- 
quarters at the Nadeau until after the 
cenvention, commencing this morning, 
and common cause will be made against 
fraud and corruption. 

THE SITUATION. 

Notwithstanding all his claims and 
bluster, one thing 1s certain, and that 
is that Lindley has not a majority of 
the convention; in fact, he is very far 
short of it. Many of the county dele- 
gations claimed for Lindley are known 
te be opposed to him, and the same is 


j true of many delegates in the city. 


There was a great deal of figuring done 
yesterday, and the result is not favor- 
able to Lindley. There arein the con- 
vention 317 votes, of which a majority 
is 158. Of this number 150 are from 
the city and 167 outside. Lindley’s 
strength is estimated at 126 votes, 110 
from the city and 16 outside. Judge 
Magee’s friends claim that the entire 
San Gabriel Valley is solid for him, with 
Santa Monica and other towns and 
scattering votes in the city brings his 
total upto 90. This leaves 141 votes 
to be divided between Mayor Hazard 
and Judge Houghton. These figures are 
based on the estimates of men who 
have made a careful canvass of the sit- 
uation, and every one except Lindley’s 


‘most sanguine henchmen last night con- 


ceded that he was at least 25 votes 
short. 


A Putrid Primary. 

Los ANGELES, July 19.—[To the Editor of 
THE TimEs.]

Upon It He’s Lying. 
A few evening.ago half a dozen men 
were sitting out in front of the Capital 
Hotel discussing various topics, when 
Judge Yost, of the Superior Court, in 
telling an anecdote of a trial, remarked 
that the witness yawned and he knew 
he was lying. 

‘How did you know?”’ asked a Cour- 
ier-Journal man. 

‘‘Well, sir, [have seen witnesses lie 
and not yawn, but Inever knew one to 
yawn that he was not telling a lie.”’ 


Judge Sims, the member -of-the-Legis- 


lature from Trigg, remarked: ‘‘Yes, I 
always know a witness is lying when he 
yawns.” 

Senator Dave Smith said: 
most invariably the case.”’ 

Judge Wall, the Senator from Mason, 
came up and corroborated the state- 
ments of the others, and just then 
Judge Brent, of the Superior Court, 
joined the group.

EAT ALL THEY CAN CARRY. 


It Costs $17 a Day to Feed an Ele- 
phant, 

Allthe elephants used in the Indian 
army as draught animals in the artil- 
lery or commissariat, or as baggage an- 
imals in the transport department, are 
very carefully attended to and in every 
way treated with the greatest consider- 
ation, 
Harper’s Magazine. Their keep is 
rather expensive, being about 80 ru- 


pees or $17 a day, including, of course, 


the wages of their mahout and grass 
cutter. 

They are fei principally on unhusked 
rice and grass; of the former they get 
about 250 pounds and of the latter 
about 400 pounds per diem. The very 
large female eats, after the first day or 
two, about 750 pounds of green fodder 
in eighteen hours. This is exceeded 
often by large tuskers, so that 800 
pounds is about the right amount to be . 
placed before a full-grown elephant, 
with a margin to allow for waste. 

As a good load for an elephant is 
about 800 pounds, it will be seen that 
the amount he will eat per day will be 
as much as he can carry, and this will 
also be the right. — for the 
smaller ones. 


Corn and Hogs Away Up. 
(Topeka Capital.] 

Corn is selling at 50 cents in Kansas 
City and hogs at $5.25 ahundred. But 
cotton is still selling below the cost of 
production, and cattle are altogether 
too low. Onits theory that the con- 
traction of the currency combined with 
the manipulation of markets is respons- 
ible for the alleged distress of agricul- 
ture, how doesthe Alliance party ac- 
count for these radical differences? 
Here are corn and hogs bringing a very 
high price, amounting toa profit con- 
siderably more thax 100 per cent. over 
the cost of production, while cattle are 
discouragingly low. The same financial 
conditions prevail*in the case of all 
these products, and yet there is a 
greater variation in prices than could 
possibly be effeeted in favor of any of 
the products by the operation of 2 per 
cent. money. 

In the last six months the advance in 
the price of corn has been over 10 
cents at Kansas City and the advance 
of ~ has been 8734 per cent. On 
the 20,000,000 bushels of Kansas corn 
still in farmers’ hands the enhancement 
in value has been some $2,000,000, 
while the increase in hogs fed has been 
considerably greater. Five millions 
will not cover the two items. If the 
farmers were paying 2 per cent. in- 
stead of 8 for money the difference on 
$100,000,000 would scarcely exceed 
the gain from the natural market vari- 
ations in corn and hogs in the last few 
months. And yet the 2 per cent. 
scheme is expected to revolutionize the 
condition of the farmer.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Discussing the Water Sapply and Fire 
Risks—New Train Service. 

Santa Barbara has been somewhat exer- 
cised over the question of water supply and 
the protection it has in case of fire. An in- 
vestigation will show that the principal 
source of supply comes from what is known 
as the Della Guerra weil, on Ortega street, 
This isan artesian well 185 feet deep, eight 
inches in diameter. This well will raise 
the water fifteen teet above the surface. 
Another well, sixinches in diameter, near 
it, will raise the water ten feet above the 
surface at a depth of 160 feet, and still 


diameter raise the water four feet above 
the surface ata depth of eighty-five feet. 
Around these four wells a caisson of thirty 
feet diameter is sunk to a depth of forty 
feet, with a three-foot thick cement bot- 
tom, into which these four wells flow and 
from which the water supply of the city is 
pumped. The pumping-engine is seif-reg- 
ister, throwing fourteen and a half gallons 
per stroke and pumps on an average about 
395,000 gallons per day of eleven hours 
without exhausting the caisson. It is ar. 
tesian water and has been analyzed. 
fhe company is now putting down 
two more wells on the _ outside, 
the one four-inch, which flows every 
night when the water rises in the 
caisson, after the pumping stops for the 
day. This well is down 105 feet. They 
are now putting down another well twenty 
inches in diameter. This one is down now 
eighty-three feet and still going deeper, 
and flows a strong stream at night. it is 
the intention to connect these two wells 
with the caisson by pipes, and when so con. 
nected the pump can be run night and day, 
if necessary. At night afterthe pumping 
stops, the Mission water is turned on in the 
upper partof the town, but the greater 
part of the city’s present supply comes 


from the Della Guerra wells.

HAPPY HORTICULTURISTS 


High Prices Quoted for. Decid- 
uous Fruits. 


The Eastern Fruit Crop Reported a 
Partial Failure, 


Danger of Repeating the Mistakes 
_of Two Years Ago. 


Conditions of Southern California Or- 
chards—Beginning of Fresh Fruit 
Shipments from This Section 

to the East. 


Horticulturists in Southern Califor- 
nia, in common with their bretheren up 
North, wear a broad* smile at present, 
which is another way of expressing the 
time-honored aphorism, so dear to the 
bucolic editor’s heart, that ‘‘the farmers 
are jubilant.’’ That is, those fruit- 
growers who did not contract their 
crops early in the season feel that way, 
while those who sold prematurely have 
the appearance of secking for some one 
to come and kick them. 


The reason for this pomological jubi- 
lation isa sudden rise in the price of 
fruits, and the reason for that is the re- 
ceipt of news that the Eastern crop is 
veryshort. Fruit crops which gave good 
promise early inthe season, in several of 
the Eastern States, have been damaged 
greatly by cold, wet weather recently, 
and the present condition is far from 
satisfactory. The season is also unusu- 
ally late, which is another drawback. 
The propects for fruit in Illinois are 
‘The sameéc 
in Indiana and Ohio. In Michigan, less 
than one-third report the fruit crop an 
average, or above; an equal number re- 
port it from 5 to 25. per cent. below an 
average, and the others report it poor. 
In Kentucky, one-fifth of the correson- 
dents report the condition as good, 35 
per cent. report fair, the others poor. 
In Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska the 
prospects are very poor. In Iowa, the 
condition of fruit shows great variation, 
the outlook in 88 per cent. of the coun- 
ties being good, and in a like number 
being very poor, in othersfair. In Wis- 
consin and the’ Dakotas the outlook is 
good, generally, while in Minnesota it 
isin Yair to good condition in three- 
fourths of the counties. Considerable 
anxiety is being felt by"Michigan grape- 
growers, because of the wet and cold 
weather. -The vines are in blossom and 
the period is a critical one. Clear and 
warm weather is needed at present. In 
some of the Southern States’ a good 
crop of peaches is expected. In the 
large producing districts of Delaware 
and Maryland the crop is short, but 
there may be enough to go around. 
should the peach crop ripen all at once, 
however, it would be impossible to care | 
for it. Under such conditions the East- 
ern canners would be able to make only 
a light pack, and prices would be infin- 
enced accordingly. 

Not only this, but reports from En- 
gland show that the fruit crop there has 
been a very poor one this season. 

The market has been in quite an ex- 
cited condition during the past ten 
days. Reports from San Francisco 
quote buyers as paying $1 and better 
per box for Bartlett pears for ship- 
ment, while city canners are on the 
market there paying $45 to $50 pea 
ton for apricots, for canning purposes. 
The known shortage in the East and 
the extra demand at this time have 
started a smail-sized boom. up North. 


ing deciduous fruit sections of Southern 
California—announce that green apri- 
cots, which were sold there four weeks 
ago for $20 aton, are now considered 
worth $25to $32 aton. Peaches, that 
were priced at $20 a ton, are now held 
at $25, and some of the growers say 
they will get $80 or dry their crop. 
Prunes have taken the greatest jump. 
They were held at $35 a ton until a 
week ago, and cannot now be had at 
less than $40, 
hold them for $45 or $50. It is re- 
ported that at San José buyers and 
dryers are offering $530 a ton for green 
peaches and $50 a ton for green 
prunes. 

Buyers have agents out all over the 
country seeking to buy the peach and 
prune crops, to secure fruit to fill the 
cintracts they have made with Eastern 
It looks very much 
as if the experience of 1890 would be 
repeated. In that year, as will be re- 
membered, the Eastern fruit crop-awas 
almost a total failure, and California 
fruit, in consequence, commanded very 
high prices. Some persons who had 


out of the crop to buy them outright. 
in the Pomona valley several growers 
cleared over $8300 an acre from their 
prunes. A Southern California commis- 
sion house, which made early contracts, 
is reported to have cleared $42,500°on 
their fruit business in Pomona that 
‘year. There was, however, a reaction. 
Much fruit was sold at such high prices 
that the Eastern market would not ab- 
sorb it at a profit. Besides this, all 
sorts of trash was shipped as dried 
fruit, doing much damage to the repu- 
tation of California in the East. The 
penalty came last year, when there was 
a fair crop East, and California fruit 
suffered from the black eye which it. 
had received, 

It looks as if the experience of 1890 
would be repeated, but it is sincerely to 
be hoped thatthe errors of that year 
will not be duplicated. Growers should 
It is pleas- 
ing to note that the California fresh 
fruit-shipped East so far this season is 
described by the Eastern commission 
houses as being of exceptionally fine’ 
quality. The temptation to do other- 
wise willcome when prices begin to 
rise. 

i.ocal commission men are, quite nat- 
urally, inclined.to deprecate this sud- 
den rise in prices. They admit that the 
ciently so, they say, to warrant the 
rapid advance, which they attribute, in 
part, to sensational newspaper articles 
and in partto the fact that some can- 
neries are short in their contracts. 
They quote, as local prices, $20 for 
green apricots—whiclhi are almost gone 
—8i5 to $17.50 for green peaches, 
and ?to1l2 cents for dried apricots, 
and add that growers who hold out for 
too high prices are liable to be left out 
in the cold. Of course these state- 
ments, coming from the buyers, must be 
taken with caution. There is a wide 
margin between the prices quoted and 
those received from the North, -but, on 
the other hand, unless buyers are pre- 
pared to dry their fruit and hold it they 
should not be teo greedy. In no case, 
however, should inferior fruit be 
shipped, either green or dried, or grow- 
ers will certainly suffer from it in the 
near future. 

A few weeks ago T. W. Whitemore, 
assistant géneral freight agent of the 
Southern California Railroad Company, 
completed a tabulation. of estimates 
made by experts for his company of the 
Geciduous fruit crop in Los Angeles, 
Orange, San Bernardino and San Diego 
counties, as compared with last year.
